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Enactment of this bill will generate approximately $3,700 in Commerce Service Fund revenue for FY 
2009.  It will also require an appropriation of $4,500 from the Commerce Service Fund. The net impact 
will reduce General Fund revenue $800 in FY 2009. The Commerce Service Fund will generate $700 
per year in revenue from this type of public entity that will accure to the General Fund beginning in FY 
2010.
